SEC. 101. SPECIAL DEPRECIATION ALLOWANCE FOR CER-2

TAIN PROPERTY ACQUIRED AFTER SEP-3

TEMBER 10, 2001, AND BEFORE SEPTEMBER4

11, 2004.5

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 168 (relating to accelerated6

cost recovery system) is amended by adding at the end the7

following new subsection:8

‘‘(k) SPECIAL ALLOWANCE FOR CERTAIN PROPERTY9

ACQUIRED AFTER SEPTEMBER 10, 2001, AND BEFORE10

SEPTEMBER 11, 2004.—11

‘‘(1) ADDITIONAL ALLOWANCE.—In the case of12

any qualified property—13

‘‘(A) the depreciation deduction provided by14

section 167(a) for the taxable year in which such15

property is placed in service shall include an al-16

lowance equal to 30 percent of the adjusted basis17

of the qualified property, and18
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‘‘(B) the adjusted basis of the qualified1

property shall be reduced by the amount of such2

deduction before computing the amount otherwise3

allowable as a depreciation deduction under this4

chapter for such taxable year and any subsequent5

taxable year.6

‘‘(2) QUALIFIED PROPERTY.—For purposes of7

this subsection—8

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘qualified9

property’ means property—10

‘‘(i)(I) to which this section applies11

which has a recovery period of 20 years or12

less,13

‘‘(II) which is computer software (as14

defined in section 167(f)(1)(B)) for which a15

deduction is allowable under section 167(a)16

without regard to this subsection,17

‘‘(III) which is water utility property,18

or19

‘‘(IV) which is qualified leasehold im-20

provement property,21

‘‘(ii) the original use of which com-22

mences with the taxpayer after September23

10, 2001,24

‘‘(iii) which is—25
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‘‘(I) acquired by the taxpayer1

after September 10, 2001, and before2

September 11, 2004, but only if no3

written binding contract for the acqui-4

sition was in effect before September5

11, 2001, or6

‘‘(II) acquired by the taxpayer7

pursuant to a written binding contract8

which was entered into after September9

10, 2001, and before September 11,10

2004, and11

‘‘(iv) which is placed in service by the12

taxpayer before January 1, 2005, or, in the13

case of property described in subparagraph14

(B), before January 1, 2006.15

‘‘(B) CERTAIN PROPERTY HAVING LONGER16

PRODUCTION PERIODS TREATED AS QUALIFIED17

PROPERTY.—18

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘qualified19

property’ includes property—20

‘‘(I) which meets the requirements21

of clauses (i), (ii), and (iii) of sub-22

paragraph (A),23
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‘‘(II) which has a recovery period1

of at least 10 years or is transpor-2

tation property, and3

‘‘(III) which is subject to section4

263A by reason of clause (ii) or (iii) of5

subsection (f)(1)(B) thereof.6

‘‘(ii) ONLY PRE-SEPTEMBER 11, 2004,7

BASIS ELIGIBLE FOR ADDITIONAL ALLOW-8

ANCE.—In the case of property which is9

qualified property solely by reason of clause10

(i), paragraph (1) shall apply only to the11

extent of the adjusted basis thereof attrib-12

utable to manufacture, construction, or pro-13

duction before September 11, 2004.14

‘‘(iii) TRANSPORTATION PROPERTY.—15

For purposes of this subparagraph, the term16

‘transportation property’ means tangible17

personal property used in the trade or busi-18

ness of transporting persons or property.19

‘‘(C) EXCEPTIONS.—20

‘‘(i) ALTERNATIVE DEPRECIATION21

PROPERTY.—The term ‘qualified property’22

shall not include any property to which the23

alternative depreciation system under sub-24

section (g) applies, determined—25
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‘‘(I) without regard to paragraph1

(7) of subsection (g) (relating to elec-2

tion to have system apply), and3

‘‘(II) after application of section4

280F(b) (relating to listed property5

with limited business use).6

‘‘(ii) QUALIFIED NEW YORK LIBERTY7

ZONE LEASEHOLD IMPROVEMENT PROP-8

ERTY.—The term ‘qualified property’ shall9

not include any qualified New York Liberty10

Zone leasehold improvement property (as11

defined in section 1400L(c)(2)).12

‘‘(iii) ELECTION OUT.—If a taxpayer13

makes an election under this clause with re-14

spect to any class of property for any tax-15

able year, this subsection shall not apply to16

all property in such class placed in service17

during such taxable year.18

‘‘(D) SPECIAL RULES.—19

‘‘(i) SELF-CONSTRUCTED PROPERTY.—20

In the case of a taxpayer manufacturing,21

constructing, or producing property for the22

taxpayer’s own use, the requirements of23

clause (iii) of subparagraph (A) shall be24

treated as met if the taxpayer begins manu-25

‘‘(ii) SALE-LEASEBACKS.—For pur-4

poses of subparagraph (A)(ii), if property—5

‘‘(I) is originally placed in service6

after September 10, 2001, by a person,7

and8

‘‘(II) sold and leased back by such9

person within 3 months after the date10

such property was originally placed in11

service,12

such property shall be treated as originally13

placed in service not earlier than the date14

on which such property is used under the15

leaseback referred to in subclause (II).16

‘‘(E) COORDINATION WITH SECTION 280F.—17

For purposes of section 280F—18

‘‘(i) AUTOMOBILES.—In the case of a19

passenger automobile (as defined in section20

under section 280F(a)(1)(A)(i) by $4,600.23

‘‘(ii) LISTED PROPERTY.—The deduc-24

‘‘(F) DEDUCTION ALLOWED IN COMPUTING3

MINIUMUM TAX.—For purposes of determining4

alternative minimum taxable income under sec-5

tion 55, the deduction under subsection (a) for6

qualified property shall be determined under this7

section without regard to any adjustment under8

section 56.9

‘‘(3) QUALIFIED LEASEHOLD IMPROVEMENT10

PROPERTY.—For purposes of this subsection—11

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘qualified12

leasehold improvement property’ means any im-13

provement to an interior portion of a building14

which is nonresidential real property if—15

‘‘(i) such improvement is made under16

or pursuant to a lease (as defined in sub-17

section (h)(7))—18

‘‘(I) by the lessee (or any subles-19

see) of such portion, or20

‘‘(II) by the lessor of such portion,21

‘‘(ii) such portion is to be occupied ex-22

clusively by the lessee (or any sublessee) of23

such portion, and24
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‘‘(iii) such improvement is placed in1

service more than 3 years after the date the2

building was first placed in service.3

‘‘(B) CERTAIN IMPROVEMENTS NOT IN-4

CLUDED.—Such term shall not include any im-5

provement for which the expenditure is attrib-6

utable to—7

‘‘(i) the enlargement of the building,8

‘‘(ii) any elevator or escalator,9

‘‘(iii) any structural component bene-10

fiting a common area, and11

‘‘(iv) the internal structural framework12

of the building.13

‘‘(C) DEFINITIONS AND SPECIAL RULES.—14

For purposes of this paragraph—15

‘‘(i) COMMITMENT TO LEASE TREATED16

AS LEASE.—A commitment to enter into a17

lease shall be treated as a lease, and the18

parties to such commitment shall be treated19

as lessor and lessee, respectively.20

‘‘(ii) RELATED PERSONS.—A lease be-21

tween related persons shall not be considered22

a lease. For purposes of the preceding sen-23

tence, the term ‘related persons’ means—24
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‘‘(I) members of an affiliated1

group (as defined in section 1504), and2

‘‘(II) persons having a relation-3

ship described in subsection (b) of sec-4

(b) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendments made by this10

section shall apply to property placed in service after Sep-11

tember 10, 2001, in taxable years ending after such date.12

SEC. 102. CARRYBACK OF CERTAIN NET OPERATING LOSSES13

ALLOWED FOR 5 YEARS; TEMPORARY SUSPEN-14

SION OF 90 PERCENT AMT LIMIT.15

(a) IN GENERAL.—Paragraph (1) of section 172(b)16

(relating to years to which loss may be carried) is amended17

by adding at the end the following new subparagraph:18

‘‘(H) In the case of a taxpayer which has19

a net operating loss for any taxable year ending20

during 2001 or 2002, subparagraph (A)(i) shall21

be applied by substituting ‘5’ for ‘2’ and sub-22

paragraph (F) shall not apply.’’.23

(b) ELECTION TO DISREGARD 5-YEAR CARRYBACK.—24

Section 172 (relating to net operating loss deduction) is25
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amended by redesignating subsection (j) as subsection (k)1

and by inserting after subjection (i) the following new sub-2

section:3

‘‘(j) ELECTION TO DISREGARD 5-YEAR CARRYBACK4

FOR CERTAIN NET OPERATING LOSSES.—Any taxpayer en-5

titled to a 5-year carryback under subsection (b)(1)(H)6

from any loss year may elect to have the carryback period7

with respect to such loss year determined without regard8

to subsection (b)(1)(H). Such election shall be made in such9

manner as may be prescribed by the Secretary and shall10

be made by the due date (including extensions of time) for11

filing the taxpayer’s return for the taxable year of the net12

operating loss. Such election, once made for any taxable13

year, shall be irrevocable for such taxable year.’’.14

(c) TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF 90 PERCENT LIMIT15

ON CERTAIN NOL CARRYOVERS.—16

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subparagraph (A) of section17

56(d)(1) (relating to general rule defining alternative18

tax net operating loss deduction) is amended to read19

as follows:20

‘‘(A) the amount of such deduction shall not21

exceed the sum of—22

‘‘(i) the lesser of—23

‘‘(I) the amount of such deduction24

attributable to net operating losses25
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(other than the deduction attributable1

to carryovers described in clause2

(ii)(I)), or3

‘‘(II) 90 percent of alternative4

minimum taxable income determined5

without regard to such deduction, plus6

‘‘(ii) the lesser of—7

‘‘(I) the amount of such deduction8

attributable to the sum of carrybacks of9

net operating losses for taxable years10

ending during 2001 or 2002 and11

carryforwards of net operating losses to12

taxable years ending during 2001 and13

2002, or14

‘‘(II) alternative minimum tax-15

able income determined without regard16

to such deduction reduced by the17

amount determined under clause (i),18

and’’.19

(2) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendment made by20

this subsection shall apply to taxable years ending be-21

fore January 1, 2003.22

(d) EFFECTIVE DATE.—Except as provided in sub-23

section (c), the amendments made by this section shall24
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apply to net operating losses for taxable years ending after1

December 31, 2000.2

TITLE II—UNEMPLOYMENT3

ASSISTANCE4

SEC. 201. SHORT TITLE.5

This title may be cited as the ‘‘Temporary Extended6

Unemployment Compensation Act of 2002’’.7

SEC. 202. FEDERAL-STATE AGREEMENTS.8

(a) IN GENERAL.—Any State which desires to do so9

may enter into and participate in an agreement under this10

title with the Secretary of Labor (in this title referred to11

as the ‘‘Secretary’’). Any State which is a party to an12

agreement under this title may, upon providing 30 days’13

written notice to the Secretary, terminate such agreement.14

(b) PROVISIONS OF AGREEMENT.—Any agreement15

under subsection (a) shall provide that the State agency of16

the State will make payments of temporary extended unem-17

ployment compensation to individuals who—18

(1) have exhausted all rights to regular com-19

pensation under the State law or under Federal law20

with respect to a benefit year (excluding any benefit21

year that ended before March 15, 2001);22

(2) have no rights to regular compensation or ex-23

tended compensation with respect to a week under24

such law or any other State unemployment compensa-25
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tion law or to compensation under any other Federal1

law;2

(3) are not receiving compensation with respect3

to such week under the unemployment compensation4

law of Canada; and5

(4) filed an initial claim for regular compensa-6

tion on or after March 15, 2001.7

(c) EXHAUSTION OF BENEFITS.—For purposes of sub-8

section (b)(1), an individual shall be deemed to have ex-9

hausted such individual’s rights to regular compensation10

under a State law when—11

(1) no payments of regular compensation can be12

made under such law because such individual has re-13

ceived all regular compensation available to such in-14

dividual based on employment or wages during such15

individual’s base period; or16

(2) such individual’s rights to such compensation17

have been terminated by reason of the expiration of18

the benefit year with respect to which such rights ex-19

isted.20

(d) WEEKLY BENEFIT AMOUNT, ETC.—For purposes21

of any agreement under this title—22

(1) the amount of temporary extended unemploy-23

ment compensation which shall be payable to any in-24

dividual for any week of total unemployment shall be25
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equal to the amount of the regular compensation (in-1

cluding dependents’ allowances) payable to such indi-2

vidual during such individual’s benefit year under3

the State law for a week of total unemployment;4

(2) the terms and conditions of the State law5

which apply to claims for regular compensation and6

to the payment thereof shall apply to claims for tem-7

porary extended unemployment compensation and the8

payment thereof, except—9

(A) that an individual shall not be eligible10

for temporary extended unemployment com-11

pensation under this title unless, in the base pe-12

riod with respect to which the individual ex-13

hausted all rights to regular compensation under14

the State law, the individual had 20 weeks of15

full-time insured employment or the equivalent16

in insured wages, as determined under the provi-17

sions of the State law implementing section18

202(a)(5) of the Federal-State Extended Unem-19

ployment Compensation Act of 1970 (26 U.S.C.20

3304 note); and21

(B) where otherwise inconsistent with the22

provisions of this title or with the regulations or23

operating instructions of the Secretary promul-24

gated to carry out this title; and25
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(3) the maximum amount of temporary extended1

unemployment compensation payable to any indi-2

vidual for whom a temporary extended unemployment3

compensation account is established under section 2034

shall not exceed the amount established in such ac-5

count for such individual.6

(e) ELECTION BY STATES.—Notwithstanding any7

other provision of Federal law (and if State law permits),8

the Governor of a State that is in an extended benefit period9

may provide for the payment of temporary extended unem-10

ployment compensation in lieu of extended compensation11

to individuals who otherwise meet the requirements of this12

section. Such an election shall not require a State to trigger13

off an extended benefit period.14

SEC. 203. TEMPORARY EXTENDED UNEMPLOYMENT COM-15

PENSATION ACCOUNT.16

(a) IN GENERAL.—Any agreement under this title17

shall provide that the State will establish, for each eligible18

individual who files an application for temporary extended19

unemployment compensation, a temporary extended unem-20

ployment compensation account with respect to such indi-21

vidual’s benefit year.22

(b) AMOUNT IN ACCOUNT.—23

(1) IN GENERAL.—The amount established in an1

account under subsection (a) shall be equal to the less-2

er of—3

(A) 50 percent of the total amount of reg-4

ular compensation (including dependents’ allow-5

ances) payable to the individual during the indi-6

vidual’s benefit year under such law, or7

(B) 13 times the individual’s average week-8

ly benefit amount for the benefit year.9

(2) WEEKLY BENEFIT AMOUNT.—For purposes of10

this subsection, an individual’s weekly benefit amount11

for any week is the amount of regular compensation12

(including dependents’ allowances) under the State13

law payable to such individual for such week for total14

unemployment.15

(c) SPECIAL RULE.—16

(1) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other17

provision of this section, if, at the time that the indi-18

vidual’s account is exhausted, such individual’s State19

is in an extended benefit period (as determined under20

paragraph (2)), then, such account shall be aug-21

mented by an amount equal to the amount originally22

established in such account (as determined under sub-23

section (b)(1)).24
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(2) EXTENDED BENEFIT PERIOD.—For purposes1

of paragraph (1), a State shall be considered to be in2

an extended benefit period if, at the time of exhaus-3

tion (as described in paragraph (1))—4

(A) such a period is then in effect for such5

State under the Federal-State Extended Unem-6

ployment Compensation Act of 1970; or7

(B) such a period would then be in effect for8

such State under such Act if section 203(d) of9

such Act were applied as if it had been amended10

by striking ‘‘5’’ each place it appears and insert-11

ing ‘‘4’’.12

SEC. 204. PAYMENTS TO STATES HAVING AGREEMENTS FOR13

THE PAYMENT OF TEMPORARY EXTENDED14

UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION.15

(a) GENERAL RULE.—There shall be paid to each16

State that has entered into an agreement under this title17

an amount equal to 100 percent of the temporary extended18

unemployment compensation paid to individuals by the19

State pursuant to such agreement.20

(b) TREATMENT OF REIMBURSABLE COMPENSA-21

TION.—No payment shall be made to any State under this22

section in respect of any compensation to the extent the23

State is entitled to reimbursement in respect of such com-24

pensation under the provisions of any Federal law other25
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than this title or chapter 85 of title 5, United States Code.1

A State shall not be entitled to any reimbursement under2

such chapter 85 in respect of any compensation to the extent3

the State is entitled to reimbursement under this title in4

respect of such compensation.5

(c) DETERMINATION OF AMOUNT.—Sums payable to6

any State by reason of such State having an agreement7

under this title shall be payable, either in advance or by8

way of reimbursement (as may be determined by the Sec-9

retary), in such amounts as the Secretary estimates the10

State will be entitled to receive under this title for each cal-11

endar month, reduced or increased, as the case may be, by12

any amount by which the Secretary finds that the Sec-13

retary’s estimates for any prior calendar month were great-14

er or less than the amounts which should have been paid15

to the State. Such estimates may be made on the basis of16

such statistical, sampling, or other method as may be agreed17

upon by the Secretary and the State agency of the State18

involved.19

SEC. 205. FINANCING PROVISIONS.20

(a) IN GENERAL.—Funds in the extended unemploy-21

ment compensation account (as established by section22

905(a) of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1105(a)) of23

the Unemployment Trust Fund (as established by section24

904(a) of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1104(a)) shall be used for25
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the making of payments to States having agreements en-1

tered into under this title.2

(b) CERTIFICATION.—The Secretary shall from time to3

time certify to the Secretary of the Treasury for payment4

to each State the sums payable to such State under this5

title. The Secretary of the Treasury, prior to audit or settle-6

ment by the General Accounting Office, shall make pay-7

ments to the State in accordance with such certification,8

by transfers from the extended unemployment compensation9

account (as so established) to the account of such State in10

the Unemployment Trust Fund (as so established).11

(c) ASSISTANCE TO STATES.—There are appropriated12

out of the employment security administration account (as13

established by section 901(a) of the Social Security Act (4214

U.S.C. 1101(a)) of the Unemployment Trust Fund, without15

fiscal year limitation, such funds as may be necessary for16

purposes of assisting States (as provided in title III of the17

Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 501 et seq.)) in meeting the18

costs of administration of agreements under this title.19

(d) APPROPRIATIONS FOR CERTAIN PAYMENTS.—20

There are appropriated from the general fund of the Treas-21

ury, without fiscal year limitation, to the extended unem-22

ployment compensation account (as so established) of the23

Unemployment Trust Fund (as so established) such sums24
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as the Secretary estimates to be necessary to make the pay-1

ments under this section in respect of—2

(1) compensation payable under chapter 85 of3

title 5, United States Code; and4

(2) compensation payable on the basis of services5

to which section 3309(a)(1) of the Internal Revenue6

Code of 1986 applies.7

Amounts appropriated pursuant to the preceding sentence8

shall not be required to be repaid.9

SEC. 206. FRAUD AND OVERPAYMENTS.10

(a) IN GENERAL.—If an individual knowingly has11

made, or caused to be made by another, a false statement12

or representation of a material fact, or knowingly has13

failed, or caused another to fail, to disclose a material fact,14

and as a result of such false statement or representation15
